NOTE: The added limitation into claim 1 of the location of the heater in the gas sensor would require further 
consideration as it changes the scope of the dependent claims. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiner does not 
provide an explanation why one skilled in the art would have found it obvious to change the heater position in the applied references to 
meet the claimed spatial relationship. The examiner respectfully disagrees. In the final office action (dated 5/16/07), the reasons for 
changing the location of the heater element are to provide thermal stability to the gas sensor, and as can also be clearly seen in 
Sugiyama, this corresponds to the location of the beginning of the heater being "approximately coincident" with the edge of the 
measurment space (see Fig. 10). As stated in the final office action, merely claiming a location of a structure, where the location of said 
structure is known in the art to be varied to achieve a certain feature, and without showing unexpected results, does not confer patentabilty 
to the claim As such, the rejection is upheld.
